something of a horizontal posi- 
tion, which is difficult even with 
co-operation, and she was not 
co-operating. And, after all this 
work, it was disheartening to 
find that Grandfather had milk- 
ed her with his hat still in the 
pail.

The other day I stopped in the 
village to see if the merchants 
were trading, and an unhappy 
gentleman attracted my atten- 
tion. He was holding a parking 
ticket in his hand and he said 
to me with a forced smile, “I 
stop three minutes to spend 
eight dollars and your policeman 
says “Welcome!” 

Our town needs parking rules 
and regulations the way Athens 
needs history, and the hard-times 
merchants along the main street 
need customers and friends, so I 
took the ticket from the man 
and said, “Go with fond memor- 
ies, sir, and return another time 
in confidence — this is a 
wretched mistake, our policeman 
is young and ambitious, and he

I remember one time Grand- 
father stepped into a new store 
to look the stock over, and it 
was a lovely store with a good 
stock, and the proprietor was 
proud, They shook hands and 
the proprietor said, “How do you 
like it?”

“Because there's no place out 
front to hitch a horse.”

Anyway, I gave the lad some- 
thing of a lecture, on the values 
of being nice to people, and how 
important it is to have friends 
who want to come back. 1 gave 
him the ticket he had given the 
man, and he told me I'd have to

it. “How would I know this man 
was a stranger?” he said.

It is 
wonderful for those who can do 
it. But we haven’t enough pro- 
tection to make it work. Natur+ 
ally we have hospital insurance 
but we are not eligible for P.S.I. 
which means our medical ex- 
penses could be $10 or they 
might be $500. If they run high 
that means less money available 
for home improvements. Heat, 
food and ¢lothing has to be pro- 
vided for no matter what, but a 
paint job can always wait an- 
other year. 

I am telling you this so that 
anyone who doesn’t keep ac- 
counts may be tempted to do so. 
They don’t need to be complica- 
ted. Just get a three-column ac- 
count book and make up a sys- 
tem to suit yourself. Summarize 
your expenditure under specific 
headings each week, then you 
can get your totals at the end of 
the year with very little trouble. 
I just use a scratch pad for every 
day use and then at the end of 
the week copy it all down into 
my account book under the pro- 
per headings. 

it’s work — but it’s fun too — 
and saves many an argument. 
Until you see it in black and 
white you may not realize how 
much you spend at the beauty 
parlor, or, if you smoke, on cig- 
arettes — or Father on tobacco. 
Believe me, start keeping. ac- 
counts and you'll get quite a few 
surprises — both kinds, good and 
bad too! 

Why can’t life’s problems hit us 
when we're eighteen and know 
all the answers?

Katie’s Romance 
Ended By Gunfire 


One day last August, Ira Travis 
Sutton, 35, and Walter Lee Han- 
ey, 46 — two holdup men — 
sawed through the bars of their 
cell in the Natchitoches, La., jail, 
and fled to Atlanta, At almost 
exactly the same time, slender, 
blue-eyed Katie Ruth Gladden 
quit her job in Birmingham for 
another in Atlanta. 

In Atlanta, Katie moved in 
with her cousin, L. D. Gladden, 
and his wife, Martha. A couple of 
weeks later, on the sidewalk in 
front of the Gladdens’ apartment 
building, Katie met two men. 
One of them, a slim, dark-haired 
man, introduced himself as Joe 
Patterson Jr. and his friend as 
Leo Hanley, These were Sutton 
and Haney. Sutton told Katie 
they were salesmen for a home- 
repair firm, and that they lived 
in the apartment next door. 


Just before Christmas, the ra- 
diant Katie accompanied “Joe 
Patterson” to a justice of the 
peace to be married, 

The newlyweds set up house- 
keeping in “Joe's” apartment. 
“They’d come over for dinner 


& 


‘every now and then,” said Mrs. 


Gladden later, “and he always 

isted on washing the dishes. 
He’d light your cigarettes for 
you and everything, just like a 
real gentleman.” 

One night recently Sutton told 
his bride, now two months preg- 
nant, that he was wanted by the 
police. She begged him to sur- 
render, but he and Haney fled. 
With tears streaming, down her 
cheeks, Katie, knocked at her 
cousin's door, “I married some- 
body who was in trouble with 
the law,” she wept. “I love him 
and I tried to get him to give 
up, but he wouldn't” 

The next day, after telling the . 
FBI what had happened, Katie 
went home to her parents, Mr. 


‘and Mrs. C. L. Gladden, who

live on a small cotton farm near 
Gadsden, Ala. She made the trip 
with another cousin, Gerald 
Jones, and his wife, Linda, in 
the gaudy, pink and coral 1956 
DeSoto Sutton had been driving 
when Katie met him. 

Katie told her story to her 
parents, then decided to go to 
Leesburg to visit an aunt. As she 
packed, a tall, sandy-haired FBI 
agent named W. H. (Bill) Major 
stood on a knoll near the home, 
with a .30-caliber carbine uhder 
his arm, keeping the house under 
surveillance. | 

When the Joneses, and Katie 
came out and got into the car, 
in the gloom of a rainy twilight, 
Major mistook Jones for Sutton. 
As the car started, the FBI man 
leaped into the road in front of 
it and tried to stop it. Major, who 
said later that he thought he was 
being run down, jumped aside 
and opened fire. Twenty-four 
slugs tore into the car. Wounded, 
Katie screamed: “It's a crazy 
man and he’s got a shotgun. Keep 
going.” 

A short distance down the road, 
Jones careened to a halt. Not 
until he had caught up with the 
car did Major realize his fatal 
mistake. Katie, shot six times, 
was dead, Mrs. Jones had suf- 
ferea a slight wound in the 
thigh. 

Later, Katie’s father pressed 
a first-degree murder charge 
against Major, and the FBI agent 
was released on $3,000 bond 
pending grand-jury action. A 
father of three small children 
and an FBI man for six years, 
Major was obviously stunned.

“I don’t think it is genero'ly 
realized that trade with Canada 
has been greater than U.S. trade 
with the six countries that form- 
ed the Common Market. It is 
only with the proposed entry 
of Great Britain that the Com- 
mon Market Group equals the 
sum total of Canadian trade with 
the United States. Canada is also 
a larger market for U.S. goods 
than all 20 countries of Latin 
America put together.” 

Canada is a better customer 
for U.S. goods than all 20 na- 
tions of Latin America, although 
overall U.S. trade with Latin 
America is slightly higher than 
that with Canada. Over 50 per 
cent of Canada’s exports go to 
the United States, and over 63) 
per cent of Canada’s imports are 
from the United States. 

Canada’s half- billion - dollar 
deficit in trade with the United 
States is a problem which must 
be ¢orrelated with such regional 
complaints as those in the North- 
west against Canadian lumber 
imports. The President ‘asked for 
authority to make across-the- 
board changes in tariffs, rather 
than to negotiate changes item- 
by-item as under the existing re- 
ciprocal. trade act. We must be 
informed what effect such au- 
thority might have, not only om 
our-regional industries such as 
lumber, but on U.S.-Canada trade 
relations as a whole.—The (Port- 
land) Oregonian.

As a’ comiposer, however, 
Kreisler could work up pieces in 
the most approved classical 


. atyle, as he did early. in his ca- 


reer when he perpetrated the 
now-famous Kreisler “hoax.” 
For years he had programed 
“arrangements” of such old mas- 
ters as Couperin, Vivaldi, and 
Paganini. In 1935, he confessed 
he had written them all himself. 
“] was desirous of enlarging my 
programs,” he said. “I found it 
impudent and tactless to repeat 
my name endlessly on the pro- 
grams.” ~ ? 

A wonder-child who made his 
American debut at 13, Kreisler 
nonetheless believed that an 
artist should besa roundly devel- 
oped man. Forswearing the fid- 
dle for a time, he studied medi- 
eine, became an Austrian Army 
officer, and was nearly killed in 
action in World War I. Twenty 
years ago, he again narrowly es- 
eaped death after a truck hit him 
as he was crossing New York’s 
Madison Avenue. 

Miraculously, he lived to play 
again. “I would still play the 
violin,” hé once said, “even if I 
were fined and punished.”

Dig Up Relics Of 
Alfred The Great ! 


In Cheddar, the small Somer- 
setshire village over which the. 
gorges of the Mendip Hills rise 
dramatically, where primeval 
rock face flanks modern cottages 
and gardens, the excavation of a 
remarkable series of buildings 
throws light on the dark pages 
of King Alfred’s Saxon England. 

Excavations on what is thought 
to be King Alfred’s palace at 
Cheddar are’ to be resumed in 
March. Bad weather in Decem- 
ber, 1961, stopped the dig, which 
is uncovering a succession of 
royal palaces over a large area” 
from the time of Alfred, King of 
Wessex from 871 to 899, to that 
of King John of Magna Carta 
fame, 1199 to 1216. 

On rebuilding, each king chose 
fresh ground for a new palace, 
a few yards from the ‘old one. 
One of the most important finds 
is reported to be the remains of 
a Saxon timber hall, 80 feet by 
18 feet, the largest Saxon build- 
ing found south of the Northum- 
brian Saxon district between the 
oe Rive and the Cheviot Hills. 

building now uncovered 
is believed to have been the 
great hall of Alfred’s palace, the 
dining hall where the thegns and 
the thralls gathered to hear the 
words of the sagas chanted by the 
gleemen as the smoke drifted 
sky wards. 

All too few of the words of 
these Old English storytellers 
have come down to us. 

Not till medieval times, when 
Chaucer and other ballad mak- 
ers wrote of the lives of the peo- 
ple, of their joy in wood and 
flower and meadow, of the ex- 
hilaration of the tourney and the 
hunt, can we imagine what it 
was like to live in the England 
of those days. 

It seems sad, therefore, to read 


‘that the diggers are engaged in 


a race against time to complete 
the dig before handing the site 
back to the builders of a modern 
school. ' 

Over the great hall of Alfred's 
palace, they have found a small 
10th-century wooden chapel, and 
above this a stont chapel repair- 
ed in the 18th century. 

The.excavators also have found 
the kiln which supplied the mor- 
tar for this repair and the pit 
for the casting of a 13th-century 
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at 


bell. The rnold was made of peat 
and still contained traces of bell 
metal slag. 


To the south of the site, more 
buildings have been found: One 
is a massive aisled hall, 110 feet 
by 50 feet, the largest timber 
hall so far known in England 
and probably built by Henry I, 
youngest son of William the Con- 
queror. The hall had been re- 
built, partly in stone. Some ex- 
perts think this may be the work 
referred to in the Reyal Roll for 
1209, when King John spent £50 
on “his houses of Cheddar” and 
the timber was brought from 


_ Wales, writes Melita Knowles in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


Two ditches crossing the north 


x pat of the site and thought to 


be part of a defensive earthwork 
yielded valuable small finds. 
They inelude coins of Ethelwulf, 
King Alfred’s father (about 845), 
Burgred of Mercia (870), Athel- 
stan, Alfred's grandson (930), 
and Ethelred II (1100). aT, 

Royal occupation of the palace 
first built by Alfred ended in 
the reign of King John about 
1213, when it was given. to the 
Bishop. of Wells. The Witenage- 


_mot (Meeting of the Wisemen or 


Parliament) took place at this 
royal stead in 960 and 968. 
King Alfred the Great was the 


first warrior king in the great 


feudal tradition. He and his son 
welded England together for the 
first time. In the custom of the 
haotic times, when. the King 
must lead his people in peace as 
in war, King Alfsed was the 
great pioneer of education, a man 
who although a King, himself 
taught and governed and fought 
with his people. ; 

He was administrator, scholar 
warrior, in an epoch when the 
Danes must be fought and before 


professional men could give 
themsélves over entirely to learn- 
ing. 


Alfred the warrior 
English fleet. He made sta 
soldiers available to fight when 
needed. He put permanent garri- 
sons into earthwork, Danish- 
style forts. Alfred the adminis- 
trator set up a council which 
worked through the shire and 
its offices. 

Alfred the scholar began Eng- 


lish prose literature by translat-° 


ing Bede’s Latin into Anglo- 
Saxon and by translating~ and 
compiling handbooks of history 
and geography for his subjects’ 
use, He initiated the keeping of 
the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, the 
first historical record ever com- 
posed in England. Alfred, more- 


over, founded the first “public” 


schools” for teaching letters to 
the sons of noblemen and thegns. 
He trained the laity for the first 
time for tasks of administration.

A. Equal parts of boiled lin- 
seed oil,. turpentine, and white 
vinegar, applied with a bit of 
woolen rag and polished with a 
silk cloth, will renew the finish 
on furniture and also help to 
conceal some of the smaller 
blemishes. 


Q. How can I take proper care 


of a chamois that has been used 


for cleaning windows or wash- 
ing the car? 


A. Rinse the chamois out at 
‘ Jeast three times, shake well, 
and hang up to dry. Pull and 
shake it several times while dry- 
ing, and this will keep it soft. 
The chamois should dry slowly 
and never in the sun.

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Another Angle On 
Roaring Twenties 


My children find it difficult to 
believe @hat, although I vrew up 
during the 1920's, 1 never met Al 
Capone, danced the Charleston, 

layed the ukulele or rode in a 

tutz Bearcat. 

Because of television, the chil- 
‘dren feel they know all about 
that roaring decade. But the 20's 
they know and the 20's I remem- 
ber seem to be two entirely dif- 
ferent eras. 

Elliot Ness never came roaring 
down Main Street in Orwell, 
Ohio, in pursuit of gangsters in 
a Chalmers Six. If he had, I 
would have hopped on my bi- 


-eycle and hurried to see the bat- 


tle, you can be sure. But the only 
gunplay I remember was at the 
Opera House-later renamed the 
“Gem" when the proprietor 
bought a new electric sign and 
preferred to pay for three letters 
rather than ten. 


Hoot Gibson and I used to meet 
there every Saturday night. Hoot 
did a lot of shooting, looming 
large on the screen while the 
piano player thundered her way. 
across the keyboard, but he shot 
quietly, for the talkies had not 
yet arrived. 


Al Capone never showed up in 
Orwell, either. I suppose there 
were those in the neighborhood 
who danced the Charleston, but 
I never did. I didn’t speak to 
girls then and they didn’t speak 
to me, so it would have been 
difficult to find a partner, As for 
the Bearcats, I don’t think there 
was a Stutz in town. There were 
plenty of Model T's, though, 
which had a lot more personality, 
especially on a cold morning. 


I can recall quite plainly when 


Clara Bow had “it,” although 1. 


was never quite sure what “it” 
was, and when “sez you”. was 
considered the ultimate in so- 
phisticated repartee. I can re- 
member Calvin Coolidge, rumble 
seats, Harold Lloyd, spats and 
the noise a pair of corduroy 
knickers made when you walked 
along. But those aren't the 
things the children want me to 
tell. them about. 


I knew who Capone and Legs 
Diamond were, all right. But 
they weren't the celebrities in 
our lives that Hoot Gibson, Chaz 
Chase and Unele Billy Smith 
were. Uncle Billy had been a 
drummer boy in the Civil War. 
Every town had its ex-drummer 
boy then, grown gray and given 
to telling eye-witness tales of 
battles he never came near. I had 
the impression then that the 
Civil War consisted solely of an 
army of drummer boys, march- 
ing’ in a rhythmic, unbroken line 
that stretched from Washington 
to Richmond. 


As I understood the situation, 
Grant had more and better 
drummer boys, which was the 
reason Lee finally gave up. If I 
had grown up in Georgia., I sup- 
pose, Lee would have had the 

in drummer boys. But that 
wasn't the way Uncle Billy de- 
acribed it. , 
My children aren’t impressed 
such recollections, of course. 
know the 1920's weren't 
like that. They think the reason 
my reminiscences are so dull is 
that I'm hiding something:

Boy Scout troop was encamped 


along Lake Erie and a boat 
loomed offshore in the darkness 
and began flashing a light. We

who was aboard. 

K was true, too, that I was a 
member of a gang then. Our 
headquarters were in a cabin we 
in Dixon's Woods

BR guns. if any Indians had 
shiwn.up we would have given 


) f& good account. of ourselves, you 


can be sure. But none ever did, 

*Well, then, what did you do, 
Dad?” the children demand. “Sit 
around and Iisten to Russ Col- 
umbo records?” 

But I have to disappoint even 
that modest -expectation. We 
didn't listen to records much, It 
was partivy that it was too much 
trouble to keep winding the pho- 
mograph.

were not designed for children, 
: the way the songs are now. 


Oh, I'll admit if you listen to 
the songs Columbo and Rudy 
Vallee used to sing. it sounds as 
though they were written for 
children, and fairly backward 
ones, at that. But they weren't. 


Not that we didn’t do ‘our best 
to waste our inheritance of hours. 
We sat through scores of the 
worst movies ever made, and a 
few of the best. We swam in 
places I wouldn’t allow my chil- 
dren to go near. We argued in- 
terminably over whether some- 
one had tagged third base in 
what would now be called a 
softball game, but was then 
called “indoor,” perhaps because 
it was. always played outside, 

The third base in question 
would never have passed muster 
in a Little League game. It was 
a reek and our stadium was a 
vacant lot. The world had not 
yet learned that children require 
a $100,000 playground in. order 
to get exercise, writes Robert W. 
Wells in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


There were no adults to super- 
vise, the way there’d be now, The 
only times adults appeared was 
when someone hit a.long fly ball 
toward right field. A long fly 
in that direction usually 
went through a window. On such 
occasions we left before the adult 
advisers arrived, unless they 
were unusually fast runners. 


I don’t try to tell my children 
this, but we had little contact 
with the adult world then, ex- 
cept at mealtimes. This suited 
us and it seemed to ‘suit the 
adults, Still, I think there was 
more real tolerance between the 
generations then, 

When the ball went through 
the window no one called the 
town constable the way they 
would now. And if they'd called 
him, he wouldn't have come. It 
would have been beneath his 
dignity, especially as he’d played 
ball on the same vacant lot him- 
self once and hit his share of flies 
to far right field. 

Perhaps, looking back at it, the 
constable was the man responsi- 
ble for keeping -the 20's from 
roaring very loudly in Orwell 
and thus, indirectly, to blame for 
my inability to live up to the 
children’s expectations. 

If a Marmon full of gangsters 
had come careening ~ through 
town, with Ness and his boys in 
hot pusuit, the constable would 
have taken stern action. He 
would have hopped into his 
Model T and gone tarryhooting 
after them. 

And when he caught them, he 
would have hauled them before 
the Mayor and given the lot of 
them fines that would have 
taught them a good lesson. 

He was a tolerant man, the 
constable was, when it came to 
boys playing indoor, or the driv- 
ing habits of local residents. But 
he wouldé never have stood for 
Capone running through the red 
light that marked the intersec- 
tion of Routes 45 and 322 in the 
center of the village. 

Capone was from out of town. 
And that would have been reason 
enough to teach him ‘a little 
respect for law and order.

Immediately afterwards, this 
one-time professional baseball 
player gave up gambling for 
good — to win the hand of a 
beautiful English girl! 

That Bill Darnborough was a 
fare exception is shown by tne 
fate of a fellow-sportsman, the 
great jockcy Tod Sloan. 

In ten years’ racing, Sloan 
m>de $250,000. Most of it went 
on betting or stocks which prov- 
ed to be worthless. 

During his first year on the 
British turf, he had the amazing 
total of forty-three winners end 
twenty-one seconds out of only 
ninety-eight mounts. 


_ But in 1900 the racing author- 


ities learned that he had backed. 


himrelf to win $300,000 on his 
mount, Codoman, in the Cam- 
bridgeshire, and he was advised 
not to re-apply for a_ licence. 
«Codoman, incidentallly, came 
in. second.) 


To. get over this. blow, “Sloan 
went to Monte Carlo and em- 
ba#ked on a wild gambling 
spree. Soon he was down to his 
last five dollars. 


Undeterred, he borrowed $75 
te enter a big shooting contest, 
which he won. Now $2,500 in 
pocket, he made straight for the 
tables and, by the end of the 
evening was showing a profit 
of nearly $15,000. 

But the ex-jockey made the 
mistake of thinking he had 
struck a long run of luck. He 
returned to the casino next eve- 
ming. Two days later, he was 
broke. 


Sloan's up-and-coming gambl- 
img fortunes continued to the 
end. Playing baccarat at Los 
Angeles in August, 1933, he lost 
$3,500 in an hour. Four months 
later, he died at the age of 
fifty-nine — once again, a poor 
man. 

One of the biggest winoers 
was André Ardisson, known as 
the “King of the Cardsharpers.” 
Though nobody ever detected his 
method of cheating, 
barred from all casinos. 

But he was so skilled at dis- 
guising himself that he continu- 
-@d to gamble at will. Once, dis- 
guised as an elderly nobleman 
in a wheelchair, he made $15,000 
fn a single night at baccarat. In 
another week-long session, dress- 
ed as an Indian prince, he won 
$30,000. 

Ardisson’s downfall came 
when he eonvinced himself. that 
he was invincible at any form 
ef gambling — even the Stock 
Exchange. He invested heavily, 
but bad luck, seemed to dog 
every share he touched. 

Soon he was penniless. In 
1922, unable to bear the stigma 
ef poverty any longer, he com- 
mitted suicide. Where Bill Darn- 
borough differed most from the 
big gamblers who didn’t know 
when to stop was in his deter- 
mination and long-term pian- 
ming. 

His very career as a gambler 
was the result of « youthful 
wow of revenge. 

It started after he'd become & 
professional baseball player as 
@ youth of eighteen, earning 
what was then big money. His 
first month’s salary was $150. 

Exhilarated by such a large 
mum, hé decided to have a filing 
at roulette. Twenty minutes la- 
fer, every penny had gone. 

Bit Darnborough swore 
have his vengeance on the 
tables. 

To get the necessary capital, 
he entered the hotel business, 
and for the next few years built 
vp his savings. 

Finally, in 1900, he sailed fpr 
Europe to put his vengeance 
plan into operation. 

He started in a shabby little 
gambling club in Rotterdam,

Carlo. The ex~- baseball player 
gambled far more heavily than 
the other glamourous figures 
who attracted most of Monte 
Carlo’s fame, writes David Bra- 
ham in “Tit-Bits.” 

The total sum of money pass- 
ea back and forth between him 
and the croupiers often reached 


over a million dollars a day. At 


such times, spectators would be 
packed six deep behind his 
chair. 


He had a preference for num- 


number twenty-nine. When the 
instinct moved him, he would 
relax and wait, not even touch- 
ing the piles of gold coins on the 
green baize cloth in front of 
him. 
Then suddenly his hands 
would flash out at lightning 
speed, straddling number twen- 
ty-nine in every possible way. 
In seconds, with his gold coins 
placed on the number in full, on 
the corners, and straddled with 
adjoining numbers, he would 
have staked anything up to 


000. 

Although Darnborough -seem- 
éd to be casual about money, it 
was really just another exam- 
ple of his careful planning. 

He always collected his win- 
nings in cash and _ returned 
straight to his hotel. There he 
gave $6,000 or so to the mana- 
ger, asking him — in a loud voice 
so that any potential thief could 
hear — to lock the money in the 
hotel safe. 

Then, before going to bed, he 
went out for a breath of fresh 
air. 

In reality, though, he strolied 
round to the garage and put the 
bulk of his money — sometimes 
$50,000 or more — under the 
mat in his car. 

* Even his own chauffeur knew 
nothing about it. And so Darn- 
borough was never robbed. 

Naturally, his luck was not 
always so good. 

In October, 1910, however, he 
returned to Monte Carlo with 
$5,000 and settled down to the 
most intensive gambling session 
of his life. 

He still found time during 
this period to fall deeply in love 
with a beautiful English girl, 
Frances Shaw. 

But her family would not hear 
of her marrying an American — 
and a gambler. 

Darnborough, with a wry grin, 
observed that his farming par- 
ents were descended from York- 
shire immigrants — and went on 
gambling. 

At last he decided to call a 
halt. In the preceding six 
months, he and the croupiers 
had tossed to and fro the fan- 
tastic sum of $250,000,000 on 
which he had made a profit of 
just under $250,000. 

He invested more than half 
his winnings in reliable stocks 
and used the rest to set himself 
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The wife’s hometown weekiy 
newspaper arrived yesterday 
morning carrying news of a 
drunken driver who drove on the 
wrong side of an unloading school 
bus, struck and killed a six-year- 
old girl getting off the bus at ner 
farm home. 

The perialty ‘meted out to this 
“businessman gone astray” was & 
$1,000 fine and a five-year sus- 
pended sentence. It cost him less 
to kill a first grader than it did 
to buy the car that. killed her. 

A rare miscarriage of justice? 
Not at all. It happens every day 
of the year in this enlightened 
country of ours. 

Last year a local driver re- 
ceived an identical sentence, less 
the fine, for Killing a mother and 
two children\of a family in an 
accident on the freeway south of 
Eugene. Returning home from an 
all-night party at Cottage Grove, 
the young driver entered the 

mmm 
wrong lane of the freeway and 
struck. the family station wagon, 
killirg three of five members of 
the family. } 

Questioned, the judge said that 
Oregon law forced him to be 
concerned with rehabilitation of 
the convicted killer rather than 
punishment. 3 

A few years ago we were in- 
volved personally in the after- 
math of an accident in which the 
mother, father and two of three 
children in a family were killed 
on a vacation trip by a drunken 
driver roaring down the wrong 
side of the highway at. 80 miles 
an hour. 

Part of a two-car caravan go- 
ing to the lake for a two-week 
vacation, the family driving in 
front hit the ditch to avoid the 
onrushing drunk. The second car 
was a sitting duck for a head-on 
crash, 

The penalty for this quadruple 
murder was a $100 fine and no 
sentence, suspended or otherwise. 
And so it goes... ad nauseam. 
Who’s to blame for this accept- 
ed state of affairs? 

You are... the smug, compla- 
cent citizens who cluck like an 
old hen over murder at their back 
door and neither say nor do any- 
thing about it. 

The drunk driver is still “so- 
clally acceptable’ .. . a poor, 
unfortunate critter who -has 
simply had one too many and too 
ttle sense left in his befuddled 
head to know better than to 
drive. 

Their hands dripping with the 
blood of innocent bystanders, 
these killers have no more right 
to be returned to a “normai” ex- 
istence by our courts than the 
“mad dog” killers who wander 
loose with a shotgun. 

The drunk driver is just as 

mentally crippled as the insane 
... just as potentially dengerous 
to the people around him as the 
psychopathic maniac . . with 
one significant difference, 
Tne drunk driver makes his 
own mental instability . . . delib- 
erately and with ill-considered 
forethought. He gets drunk by 
his own volition ... his deadly 
condition is self-induced. 

The insane might be- excused 
for a condition over which he has 
no control ... the drunk driver 
does not have’ this excuse. Nine 
times out of ten he'll loudly pro- 
claim his fitness to drive even 
if he can’t talk, 

Yet our eourts, under existing 
laws and social pressures to keep 
them ineffective and hamstrung, 
mete out suspended. sentences 
and relatively insignificant fines 
for bloody murder and thousands 


of crushing, crippling pain- 
wracking injuries. day in and 
day out. 

Concerned about rehabilitat- 


ing the poor, unfortunate drunks 
who drive, the courts turn them 
loose to kill again... turn them 
loose where other potential 
drunken killers can take heart 
from their freedom . .. can see 


how little it costs to drink and, 


drive and kill. 
Why shouldn’t the drunk drive? 
What has he got to lose if the

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Tunnel Costs Great 
In Money And Lives 


Sixteen metal fangs projecting 
from its three-tiered jaw, the 
enormous shape moved to the at- 
tack in the dimly lighted covern. 
With a roar it bit into the face 

of the cliff, leaving the imprint 

of its giant teeth. Then the huge 
thing retreated. Little ocher-col- 
‘ered figures darted about, as if 
' Inspecting wounds of battle. 


The figures were men in 
waterproof clothing. The mon- 
ster was Jumbo, a 75-ton tunnel- 
ing machine, mechanically drill- 
ing its way from France to Italy 
through the granite base of Mont 
Blane at the rate of 26 feet a 
day. From the other side of the 
15,781-foot mountain, digging to- 
ward France, an Italian team 
with a 40-ton boring platform 
and pneumatic drills eventually 
wil] meet the men coming the 
other way. Every day the 432 
tunnelers attacking the mount- 
ain from its French flank and 
the 523 advancing from Italy 
move 17 yards closer to a new 
conquest of the Alps. 


The Mont Blanc tunnel, to be 


completed sometime in 1964, is 


one of the most impressive ‘en- 
ring projects currently un- 
way anywhere in the world. 
To build 7.25 miles of two-lane 
highway under Western Europe's 
highest mountain, the French and 
Italians will have to remove 
1,308,000 cubic yards of rock — 
enough to lay a granite sidewalk 
completely around the earth. But 
though the cost of the under- 
taking is high — at least $40 
million — the achievement will 
be immense. When the. Mont 
Blanc tunnel is complete, the 
autostrade of Italy will be con- 
nected directly with the French 
autoroutes and German auto- 
bahns north of the Alps. The 
drive from Paris to Rome, which 
now must skirt\the snow-block- 
ed Alpine passes six or seven 
_ months of the year and follow 
the winding 1,000-mile route al- 
ong the Riviera, will be shorten- 
ed by 125 miles and about one- 
fifth the usual driving time. 


Stimulated by the prospect of 
increased trade resulting from 
the Coinmon Market, France and 
Ataly agreed in 1957 to construct 
and administer the tunnel joint- 
ly. The Swiss canton of Geneva 
eontributed 10 per cent of the 
eapital and soe two directors 
fo both the French and Italian 
tunnel-building companies, Gen- 
eva will benefit directly be- 
eause the Mont Blanc auto route 


will be the first to take heavy . 


trucks from Switzerland to the 
nearest port at Genoa. 

_ funneling under the Alps, 
however, costs not only money 
but lives. The older Swiss tun- 
nels, the St. Gotthard and the 
Simplon, which handle only rail 
traffic, took a toll of 260. So far, 
the French crews have lost five 
men in digging almost 3 miles 
into Mont Blanc; the Italians 
have lost four in digging a lit-’ 
tle more than 2 miles. 

“It’s a war,” says Italian en- 
gineer Silvano Ricceri. “We de- 
clared war on.this mountain and 
we intend to keep on letting it 
have it until we can shake hands 
with those Frenchmen coming 
our way.” 

Of the two nations attacking 
Mont Blanc, the Italians are 
fated by geology to suffer the 
brunt of the battle. Almost from 
the beginning they have encoun- 
tered treacherous slabs of clay- 
like rock which crumble as the 
pressure of cons-old solidity is 
disturbed, Because the mountain 
originated with an upheaval 
from the south that pushed the 
harder rock mass to the north, 
the dangerous faults are far more 
numerous on the Italian side. 
They arwounce their presence 
with sk.» explosions that drop 
massive hunks of granite to the 
anne! floor, These blasts often 
<we followed by floods of icy 
water bursting from Mont Blanc’s 
underground reservoirs. Siz 
months ago, one such wild tor-, 
rent caught up a long metal bar 
and drove it jike a spear through 


‘has chest of miner Giuseppe De: | 
. Fazio, 60 feet away. 


The bar was one of thousands 


‘ the Italians are bolting to the 


tunnel’s ceiling, like disarrayed 
corset ribs, to hold unstable rock 
in place. Before the surface is 
tined with concrete, the restrain- 
ed but continuing rockfall is 
caught in a heavy metal netting 
hung under the “corset.” This 
ingide lacing is frequently pre- 
ceded by temporary timber work 
erected in waist-deep water and 
87-degree heat. Recently, an un- 
derground river suddenly burst 
through the rock at the rate of 
300 gallons per second, adding 
to floods already channeled into 
run-offs along the tunnel floor. 

It is‘an eerie world inside the 
tunnel. In cold weather, a thick 
white mist’ stuffs the tunnel 


mouths like loose cotton. For the .. 


first 500 yards, warm tunnel air 
hitting sub-zero air coming in 
from outside condenses and cov- 
ers everything with a mountain 
dew. Because of the deafening 
noise inside the tunnel, all talk 
is by hand and lamp: Up and 
down for Yes, crosswise for No. 
“The Sicilians have it over every- 
one,” engineer Ricceri explained. 
“They're born talking with their 
hands.” 


The key tactic in the Italian 
attack on the mountain is the 
volata — the ten-hour unit of 
work required to drill, charge, 
fire, and then clean up after an 
explosion. On the Italian side, the 
fuochino — man of fire — is 
Giovanni Carnevale, It is he who 
drives down the plunger that ex- 
plodes the charge. Just before 
he fires, an assistant steps out 
of a hut and blows a trumpet 
that sounds like the mating call 
of a goat. 


Despite the geological. frustra- 
tions, the Italian advance has re- 
cently picked up to a rate of 8 
or 9 yards a day. Chief engineer 
Virginio Scavarda estimates that 
“we'll be drinking French wine 
and they’l! be drinking ours in 
eight or nine months.” 

Between the ‘tunnelers: on the 
two sides of the mountain, there 
are disagreements about the 
equipment and _ tactics being 
used. “The French have had. the 
good luck to run into granite 
and not water and crumbling:

For what !s surely the biggest 
and most curious collection of 
clocks in the country can be 
found there — all carefully 
wound, ticking over the seconds 
and telling the right time. It 
takes Mr. Tulloch more than 
half a day to wind his clocks. 
He is not content just to collect 
elocks, he makes them, too. 


One of his creations is fash- 
joned with a group of Tourist 
Trophy motor cyclists’ circling 
round and round, each one. bear- 
ing on his back a number which 
indicates the time of day or 
night. 

On on the ceiling of his bed- 
room, he has the dial of a work- 
ing clock which he lights up 
with the flick of a switch on the 
bedhead. 

In Mr. Tulloch’s prized collec- 
tion is a clock nearly 100 years 


. old which gives the day, month 


and year as well as telling the 
time. It also gives a pretty ac- 
curate weather forecast. 

Then there is a clock with 
fingers which move backwards. 
Side by side with it is another, 
constructed like an owl with 
great illuminated eyes which 
squint in sinister fashion at # 
quarter to three. 

Some of his quaint clocks are 
worked by springs; others are 
electrically operated. But per- 
haps the oddest of all is a time- 
piece nearly 400 years old which 
still keeps perfect time.

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Noted Camel Driver 
Back Home Again 


I visited a famous man of Paki- 
stan recently. Camel driver Ba- 
shir Ahmad and his family. en- 
tertained me in their. one-room 
straw shack in the tiny refugee 
village of Chatai pash Mosgood 
across the railroad tracks on the 


outskirts of Karachi 

His camel pawed the ground in 
a place of honor in the center of 
the “compound” made up of 
dozens of similar straw shacks 
housing some 1,000 people.

Slowly she peeked 
up over the top of the straw, one 
dark eye showing beneath her 
veil, Bashir’s small daughter Ima- 
man. 5,clung to her father’s knee 
shrinking back when anyone 
looked at her, 

Apparently gaining confidence, 
Mrs. Bashir finally emerged and 
smiled, 

Rather reluctantly Bashir in- 
vited me into his home, since his 
wife had never yet allowed any- 
one to visit. I promised I 
wouldn’t snap any pictures. He 
led me into the dark little en- 
closure, scarcely bigger than a 
large closet. The one piece of 
furniture was a big bed with 
ropes stretched across but no 
mattress or pad of any kind, 
writes Helen Waterhouse in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Swinging over the bed was 
Bashir’s apparently prized pos- 
session a Pan American 
World Airways bag! 

Bashir has turned down the 
Pakistan Governrgent’s offer to 
build him a house in another 
better section of the city, a far 
more pretentious home than the 
one with the polearcof and straw 
sides he now owns. 

“TI told them I would not move 
from here unless they will move 
this entire village,” Bashir ex- 
plains through an interpreter. 

Small girls wearing bright 
veils led me to the store where 
the Bashirs do their shopping. 

We stopped to talk to a native

clipping the hair of a man sit- 
ting cross-legged on the ground 
in front of him, “Bashir was 
always a big thinker,” the barber 
told us, implying that Bashir was 
always looked on as a “smart 
man” by his fellow villagers even

schooling. The idea some report- 
ers raised that he might have 
been coached for his famous trip 
is unthinkable, they said. “He 
just used his native wit and 
charm,” one well-to-do Indian in 
Karachi told me. 

Bashir confided that in the 
“good six months” of a year, he 
makes the equivalent’ of about 
$90 to $100 a month by meeting 
the nearby trains with his came! 
cart and taking consignments of 
freight to the various shops and 
hotels in Karachi, which pay him 
for his services, He has had sev- 
eral offers of jobs since his Unit- 
ed States visit, including one as 
a watchman at a hotel but so far 
has made no decisions. 

Abarm Shah, a taxi driver, de- 
scribed best the reactions of 
other camel drivers to Bashir’s 
trip to America. “Bashir will al- 
ways be a very rich man,” said 
Shah, also a philosopher at heart. 

“1 do not mean rich in money, 
however,” he hastened to explain. 
“His wealth will lie in the fact 
everyone in the world will trust 
him from now on.” 

The taxi man added, “We tax! 
drivers get to know people very 
well. I myself, have driven a 
king and some of your senators 
in my cab. But Mr. Johnson was 
the first big man who came here 
and looked down at a common 
man and made him happy. 

“But Bashir fs still the same 
humble man he always Was... - 
He will never change,” he added.

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‘Digging For Riches 
In Old Ireland 


‘In the rail's end town of 
Loughrea, encompassed by the 
flinty, black pasture-land of 
County Galway and all but en- 
tombed in ‘the endless wind, rain, 
and economic woe of western 
Ireland, a strange and wonder- 
ful sign was posted last month 
at the Railway Hotel, Lough- 
rea’s redoubtable civic centre. 
In bold, hand-painted letters, it 
proclaimed: “Free lecture to- 
night; Stocks, shares, bonds; 
How, where, what to buy.” 


That Galway men had devel- 
oped a sudden interest in invest- 
ments would have been note- 
worthy enough; that they might 
profit handsomely from their 
own hard land was more. like a 
miracle. Yet true it was, and no 
less a miracle than the fourteen 
’ giant tripod drill rigs alteady 
rising against the wet, Irish 
skies. Like sentinels of a beckon- 
ing prosperity, they pointed the 
way to silver, lead, zinc, and 
copper — enough, enthusiasts 
said, to turn Galway into a 
. minor Klondike. 


Once a substantial souree of 
lead, Galway’s mining industry 
had lain dormant for nearly a 
hundred years( Galway still has 
a few abandoned mine shafts). 
It awoke with a start about two 
months ago, however, when rug- 
ged, black-haired Eamon O'Reil- 
ly, a 26-year-old farmer, spotted 
a stranger plodding across the 
stone-fenced fields his family 
had tilled for. 400 years. The 
stranger wos Gerald McGinn, a 
flat-voiced Canadian .. geologist 
and chief engineer for the Irish 
Base Metal Co., a subsidiary of 
Toronto’s Northgate Exploration 
Co. Working with old English 
geological maps, McGinn first 
took water samples, then started 
gample drillings. Just 15 feet be- 
low ground surface, he found a 
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stone at least 4,000 feet long by 
500 feet wide, assaying out in 
one sample at 4.52 ounces of

Remove 
terminals and scrape away any 
corrosion with knife or sandpa-

DISTRIBUTOR 

Major service on the distribu- 
tor requires accurate testing 
equipment and should be done 
by.your authorized dealer or a 
qualified mechanic. You can, 
however, check and service the 
basic distributor components to 
maintain peak performance for 
longer periods of time. 

Breaker points should be in- 
spected and adjusted at about 
100 hours and replaced every 
250 hours. When servicing old 
points, use a point file to remove 
potting, after which you can set 
the gap. Adjust the gap by loos- 
ening the breaker arm locking 
screw and turning the adjusting 
screw. (Be sure rubbing block 
is on highest point of cam lobe.) 
. Consult your owner's manual 
for correct gap setting. Always 
replace the condenser when in- 
stalling new points and be sure 


to apply a small amount of the 


proper grade cam lubricant to 
cam lobes, rubbing block and 
distributor pivot point. Make 
sure lubricant is a high-melting 
point type, or it will melt out 
and contaminate the points. Also, 
make sure engine is retimed af- 
ter points are installed or ad- 
justed, since breaker point spa- 
cing has a direct effect on spark 
timing. Check inside of distribu- 
tor cap for cracks, dirt and mois- 
ture, If cap is cracked, replace it. 
(Small cracks in the cap may 
cause voltage to “track” across 
inside of cap to the wrong in- 
sert.) 

In additiop to causing misfir- 
ing, this dition can even 
cause the spark plugs to fire out 
of order. If cap appears to be 
okay, wipe out with clean, dry, 
lintfree cloth. Remove corrosion 
from rotor tip and from cap in- 
serts with steel wool or by filing 
lightly. 

Remember, the distributor is 
the heart of the ignition system, 
so treat it with care and have it 
completely serviced every sea-

’ Hatton Garden in London has 


become synonymous with dia- ° 


monds. But in addition to the 
highly respectable and res 
diamond merchants in Hatton 
Garden, there are some slightly 
less scrupulous people whose re- 
cords are not quite as sparkling 
as the stones they handle — al- 
though their faces are every bit 
as hard. 


These people are the hangers- 
on of Hatton Garden. Few of 
them are dealers—they are lay- 
abouts — information hunters. 
And information—good, reliable 
information—is vital to the un- 
derworld. 


During the war they used to 
say that careless talk costs lives. 
Well, one piece of careless talk 
which floated over a cafe table 
one summer day in 1956 cost the 
insurance companies fore than 
$300,000. 

A small-time mobster was sit- 
ting in that cafe, near Hatton 
Garden, at the time. And his ears 
flapped when he heard that a big 
Holborn diamond firm sent a 
woman. every Monday, unguard- 
ed, to collect diamonds from the 
‘Hatton Garden safe deposit. 


The following Monday. he ‘kept’ 


watch on the safe deposit build- 
ing. He saw the woman arrive 
in a chauffeur-driven  Rolls- 
Royce, carrying a small leather 
case. 

She entered the building and 
emerged a few minutes later, still 
carrying the case, got into the car 
and was driven off. 

Having verified the cafe con- 
versation, the mobster made con- 


tact with “The Boss.” 


The Hatton Garden safe de- 
poe is a grey stone building 

ousing the world's greatest dia- 
mond strongroom. The strong- 
room is in the basement, protect- 
ed by a six-foot iron door weigh- 
ing ten tons. 

Safe deposit boxes, which may 
contain at any one time as much 
as $15,000,000 in diamonds, line 
the walls which are built of 150 
tons of reinforced concrete. 

And, of cowrse, there are 
guards. 

Every Monday morning for six 
years Mrs, Alida Mullem, secre- 
tary to Mr. Moses Wijnberg, a 
Holborn Viaduct diamond mer- 
chant, had called at the strong- 
room to collect the weekend 
deposit. 

Since she was so well known, 
she was not dlways asked to sign 
the collection book. 

Once the mobster had inform- 
ed “The Boss,” the movements 
of Mrs. Mullem were carefully. 
watched for the next few weeks. 
When the pattern had been es- 
tablished, “The Boss” decided to 
act. 

On Monday, July 16th 1956, at 
10.45 a.m., Mrs. Mullem arrived 
as usual at the safe deposit. She 
co¥ected several hundred cut 
stones, worth more than $300,000, 
trom safe No. 401. 

Then she went into one of the 
five counting boxes to check the 
atones, 

She put them in a briefcase 


and then took the Hft to street 
level. She walked out to her car 
in which chauffeur Frank Baker 
was waiting. 
The car drove off, following its 
usua! route. Up Hatton Garden 
and then right into St. Cross 
Street. Normally the car would 
then have turned right into Far- 
ringdon Road, left into Snow Hill 
and then right into Holborn 
Viaduct. 
But at the bottom of St. Cross 
Street, it got held up by traffic 
as it often did. As Mrs. Mul- 
lem sat holding the briefcase in 
the back of the car, a Man wear- 
ing new overalls and a peaked 
cap raced round the front of the 
car, opened a rear door and grab- 


bed the case from her hands,- 


writes Jack Spot in “Tit-Bits”. 
He then ran off along Farring- 
don Road. towards Clerkenwell 


Road The chauffeur left the car © 


and rushed after him—but just 
as was gaining on the man, he 
tripped and fell. 

The snatcher raced into Clerk- 
enwell Road and jumped into a 
waiting black Zodiac car. The car 
pulled away with a jerk, scraped 
the side of a passing trolley-bus, 
collided with another parked car. 
Later it screeched into a cul-de- 
sac. 


Both men jumped out, the 


snatcher still carrying the brief- 
case, and disappeared into the 
crowd. 

Once again a stolen car was 
used. 

And once again “The Boss” had 
luck—and public apathy—on his 
side. Mr, V. R. Hall; who worked 
nearby, told the police after- 
wards: “The chauffeur was gain- 
ing on the man, and if he had 
had any help from the other 
people around he would have 
caught him.” 

A description of the missing 
diamonds was sent to all air and 
seaports. Detectives from Gray’s 
Inn Road police station and Fly- 
ing Squad officers made a series 
of raids in several parts of Lon- 
don. « 

Dozens of shady places in the 
East and West End were visited. 

Mrs. Mullem and Mr. Baker 
were taken to Scotland Yard to 
study the “Rogues’ Gallery” and 
the abandoned car was dusted 
for fingerprints: 

The stones, which came from 
one of the biggest diamond firms 
in London, had been cut in’ the 
firm’s High Wycombe factory 
and were to be made ‘up into 
jewellery. Assessors offered 
$30,000 reward fdr their recovery. 

In September the reward was 
raised to $45,000—but by that 


-time the stones had been bought 


nd sold many times on the Con- 
tment, 

But this time not all the luck 
went “The Boss’s” way. The po- 
lice had some, too. They made 
arrests and in November two 
men went down—one for seven 
years and one for three — for 
their part in the raid. 

Another man got*three years 
for receiving stolen property and 
stealing @ car. But the master- 
mind ‘couldn't be touched, and 
the diamonds—sold for $200,000 
had vanished without a trace. 
This shows how dangerous it is 
to indulge in careless talk in 
cafes, Where big money is con- 
cerned, experienced crooks can 
almost smell it. 

Q. Do you now of any Way in 
which I can deal with some worn 
spots on an otherwise good rug?

Banned As Pets 


Australia’s cuddlesome real- 


life “Teddy Bears” — the koalas | 
_— love to be petted. But the 


vernment Is strictly enforcing 

law prohibiting their being 

kept as pets -—- for the beara’ 
own protection. 

Recently; Herman Schmidt, a 
diesel fitter of Oakleigh, Mel- 
bourne, found a koala lying on 
its back, groaning, in a country 
lane. 

He thought it was il, took it 
home and built a cage for it in 
his back garden. He made the 
cage three feet square and forty 


feet high to give the bear ample 


climbing space. 


But soon neighbours talked 
and the police arrived. Bchmidt 
was taken to court and fined 
$50 for contravening the bear 
protection laws. His pet was re- 
a@tored to the forest. 


Had not Australia introduced 
@ special section to her Game 
Act, prohibiting the keeping of 
koalas as pets, the little bear 
would possibly have been hunted 
out of existence and exploited, 
in captivity, by pet dealers. 

Australia is determined . that 
ao attractive and remarkable a 
creature shall never become ex- 
dinct. And, in fact, in eastern 
the koala bear is in- 
ereasing in numbers. 


‘Naturalists describe the koala 
as a marsupial, one of that pri- 
mitive family of mammals 
whose young, when born, are 
imperfectly. formed Such 
mothers rear their offspring: in 
a pouch. 


Koalas like to lie up by day, 
curled in the fork of gum trees. 
At night they feed on the gum 
leaves. Though Australia has be- 
tween 400 and 500 different 
warieties of gum and eucalyptus 
tree, the koala can survive on 
no more than four or five of 
these varieties. 


He doesn’t drink, but gets his 
moisture from leaf sap and dew. 
His name, koala, is an aboriginal 
word meaning “no drink.”

“World's Best 
Bloody Soldiers” 


Just before the fall of Tobruk 
in 1942, an Australian soldier 
who thought he was out alone 
on a night patrol suddenly 
froze in his tracks, in the almost 
total darkness, a hand had brush- 
ed his face. Then the fingers 
moved on to trace out the metal 
letters on his shoulder insignia. 
After that, the stranger whis- 
pered, “Nice Aussie, nice Aussie,” 
and vanished into the night. 

For weeks after that the Aus- 
tralian shuddered every time he 
thought about how close he had 
come to having his throat cut. 
For he knew that his nocturnal 
visitor had been a Gurkha, out 
hunting Germans with his kukri 
- a heavy, 12- to 15-inch curved 
knife that is the Gurkhas’ favor- 
ite weapon and the symbol of 
their legendary skill as fighting 
men. 

Stubborn, stirdy Himalayan 
tribesmen, the Gurkhas have 
been recruited into- the British 
Army as mercenaries ever since 
the Indian Mutiny in 1857. In 
World War I, their war cry, “Ayo 
Gurkhali” (“The Gurkhas have 
ome!”), threw terror into the 
heart of the Germans. In World 
War II, they supplied more than 
40 battalians which served in 
Europe, Africa, Iran, Burma, and 
Maleya, suffered 24,000 casual- 
ties, and won ten Victoria 
Crosses. Today, the Gurkhas are 
the mainstay of the British 
Army’s forces east of Aden, There 
are two battalions of them in 
Singapore, four in Malaya, and 
two battalions in Hong. Kong. 
The Gurkhas are also considered 
the best fighting men in the In- 
dian Army, which includes six 
Gurkha regiments and at least 
one Gurkha bagpipe band. The 
Indian Army is now represented 
in the Congo by the toughest 
single outfit in the United Na- 
tions forces — the first battal- 
jon, third Gurkha regiment. 

Last month, army commanders 
in both Indian and Britain were 
quietly worrying about the fu- 
ture of their Gurkha soldiers. 
There were dismaying reports 
from Nepal, the tiny Himalayan 
kingdom where the Gurkhas 
make their home.

Fields was asked how he liked 
ehild actors he growled: “Par- 
boiled.” 

Fields — never a patient man 
— was forced on one occasion to 
offer his round, eminently dis- 
illusioned face as target for 
Baby LeRoy, sharp - shooting 
with spoonsful of oatmeal for 


/ the pleasure of the camera, and 


doubtless himself. 

The irascible old rascal had 
his provocation. 

Still — allowing for exaggera 
tlon — his answer may not have 
been wholly unrepresentative of 
those adults in the craft who 
have to compete with child ac- 
tors.

Japan Squawks 
About U.S. Television 


On Japan’s six-channel televi- 
sion sets, the shows that pull the 
biggest audiences are often West- 
ern, if not Westerns. Such Amer- 
ican staples as “Dennis the Men- 
ace’ and “I Love Lucy” are as 
popular with Japanese viewers 
as they have been with Ameri- 
cans, and an American TV actor 
without honor in his own country 
may be mobbed by screaming 
fans if he visits Japan, as the 
stars of “Rawhide” did this year. 
The enthusiasm of the masses, 
however, is not always shared by 
their self-appointed spokesmen. 
Last week, Tokyo’s official Com- 
munist newspaper launched a 
heated attack on the U.S.’s “ever- 
tightening cultural offensive by 
radio and TV.” 

in a single ,week, reported 
movie critic Yumi Yagawa, writ- 
ing in Akahata (Red Flag), he 
had counted 94 made-in-U.S.A. 
items on Tokyo stations, taking 
up as much as twelve and a half 
hours in a single day. “At any 
time of the day,” Yagawa wrote 
ominously, “there is at least. one 
channel from which these propa- 
ganda beasts are waiting—sharp- 
ening their claws — to pounce 
upon us...” 

The programs Yagawa feared 
have sometimes been criticized 
Western watchdogs, too—but 
fon radically different reasons. 
Among Yagawa’'s bétes noires: 
Crime shows like “The Un- 
touchables.”’ “Although on the 
surface taking the form of prais- 
ing the efficiency and capability 
of American police authorities, 
(they) are actually aimed at 
promoting anti-Communism and 
anti-Soviet thinking.” 
Situation comedies (“homu do- 
rama”) .like “Father Knows 
Best.” “Based on domestic-daily 
happenings in urban and agri-— 
cultural petty bourgeoisie .. . 
(they) aim at propagandizing the 
American way of life...” 
Westerns like “Rawhide.” “Al- 
though they are made to show, 
on the surface, sympathy toward 
Indians, (they) actually are de- 
signed to exalt white supremacy.” 
The danger to Japan, Yagawa 
warned, is subtle and pervasive. 
“Our land is now completely 
enveloped,” he wrote. American 
shows “slyly slip into our homes 
—in the guise of amusement or 
artistic expression — and insidi- 
ously, inch by inch, inject Amer- 
ica’s imperialist policies into our 
ochanoma (tea-drinking rooms).

Even writing this column 
has its problems. Since I started, 
one nurse came aiong to change 
my surgical dressing, another to 
take my blood pressure and now 


a ward maid is mopping the 
floors. And of course doctors are 
liable to come popping in any 
time, especially as I have one G. 
P. and two specialists. So that’s 
the way It goes. Life in hospital 
boring to its patients -—- not on 


your life. To an ambulatory pa- 
tient it is interesting. On the 
other hand, all a seriously ill pa- 
tient asks for is to be taken care 
of and that is done in all cases

Jailed For Debt 
In Cid Engiand! 


When 7-month-old Caro] Day 
dicd cf pneumonia in a hospital 
in Bath, her father was not al- 
lowed to attend her funeral. He 
was serving fourteen days in jail 
for failing to meet a $47.60 in- 
stallment-plan payment. 

“The ridiculous thing,” protest- 
ed 28-year-old David Colin Day 
as he regained his freedom and 
told the story last month, “is 
that, had I committed a crime 
and been a convicted prisoner, 
permission would have been 
granted.” 


Debtors’ prisons have a long 
and inglorious history in Britain. 
Hogarth depicted their squalor 
in “Rake’s Progress,” and Dick- 
ens railed against them in “Little 
Dorrit.” Parliament finally de- 
creed in 1869 that no Englishman 
could be imprisoned for debt. 
Yet the growth of prosperity has 
brought the “hire-purchase”’ (in- 
stallment plan) and a British 
consumer debt of $2.6 billion. 
Creditors today can take a debtor 
to court and have him imprison- 
ed, not for debts but for con- 
tempt of court. In 1951, 499 peo- 
ple were jailed by this proce- 
dure: ten years later the number 
had soared to 5,057.

Giant Footprints 
Create Mystery 


Giant, three-toed footprints 
believed to have been made 
more than 100,000,000 years ago 
by one of the great dinosaurs, 
probably an iguanodon, have 
been found in a stone quarry at 
Langton Matravers, near Swan- 
age, Dorset. 


There are ‘thirteen prints and 
they: were unearthed by work- 
men. They stretch twenty-six 
‘feet across the quarry floor be- 
fore disappearing under a mass 
of rock and experts believe they 
form the largest sequence of pre- 
historic animal footprints ever 
discovered in Britain. 


The huge creature that made 
them could have measured forty 
feet from nose to tail and stood 
up to twenty feet in height. The 
footprints are only fifteen inches 
apart and clearly show the walk 
and gait of the creature. 


Says on expert: “It looks as 
though when they were made he 
was just waddling along.” 


Fossil remains of mammoth 
creatures which existed many. 
millions of years ago are occa- 
sionally uncovered in Britain, 
usually in quarries. But the find- 
ing of such remains is becoming 
rarer because of the inercasing 
use today of mechanical excava- 
tors. 

But less than four years ago 
an ichthyosaurus, a marine rep- 
tile which 130,000,000 years ago 
filled ‘the place in the seas now 
occupied by. whales and por- 
poises, was uncovered in Nor- 
folk.

Trout Fishing 
Made (?) Simple 


There are two ways of ‘fishing 
for trout—and this holds whether 
you’re using fly or spinning 
tackle. One is the fine-and-far- 
off method. The other is—stalk 
‘em carefully and fish close, the 
sneak-up-on-’em method, 

The fine-and-far-off way orig- 
inated on the chalk streams of 
southern England; especially the 
famous Test and Itchen. These 
are praetically never muddied by 
rain, which soaks into the chalk 
soil and comes up again filtered 
crystal clear. 


In that flat country, the cur- 
rent is slight; it often resembles 
a Jong, mirror-still pool. There's 
really too much natural foods, so 
the fat brown trout are always 
overfed and can afford to be shy 
and finicky. .-Re$lt of all this: 
Perhaps nowhere else does trout 
fishing call for such high skill. 


American angler, fishing 
there for the first time, usually 
snorts in derision at the ritualis- 
tic fuss and feathers, the long, 
fine leaders—sometimes as much 
as 18 feet long. That's not how 
they fish back home where the 
American came from! He'll show 
‘em about such nonsense. 


He sees trout dimpling the 
whole surface of the river, feed- 
ing hard. He walks up and makes 
one cast, what he thinks is a very 
nice one. Suddenly, the whole 
surface of the river becomes un- 
broken,: not a single trout feed- 
ing. Nor will one for a long time. 

Spots where this fine-and-far- 
off method is necessary are ex- 
tremely rare in this country. But 
always remember that the higher 
you are above the water’s sur- 
face, the farther fish can see you. 

Now for the sneak-up-on-’em 
method, which calls for practical- 
ly no casting ability, and which 
will get you most trout in a very 
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Supposing that there's a fine- 
looking spot that you can only 
reach, without a fish there seeing 
you, from behind a boulder or 
small bush—but that the trout 
would see you crossing a wide 
gravel bar going there. Get up 
there quietly and slowly; fast 
movements always alarm fish. 
Then crouch out of sight until 
you think the trout has forgotten 
about your coming and has start- 
ed feeding again. You'll have to 
do, your own guessing on how 
long that is; might be a few min- 
utes if he’s small and. not shy, 
and it might be an hour or more 
if he’s really old and foxy and 
not too hungry. 


Very small, bushy | streams 
often have a surprising number 
of very large trout‘for the simple 
‘reason it’s difficult to fish such 
places successfully. Spinning 
won't do, for there’s no room to 
work the lure without its hang- 
ing on the brush. So, how would 
you go about catching some 0: of 
them? 

By “dapping,” a method pretty 
common in Ireland but rarely 
heard of elsewhere will work. 
It’s done merely by dropping a 
dry fly: straight down from the 
‘rod tip so that it, but practically 
none of the leader, touches the 
water. Larger live flies on tiny 
hooks work. 


Here’s an improvement on the 
Irish way that I worked out. 
Have you ever seen a fly bobbing 
up and down a few inches above 
the water, occasionally dropping 
lower to touch it? It is said that 
it’s a female laying an egg. at 
each touch. Try using the same 
movement with your dry fly — 
not overdoing it. 

I found that this sometimes 
murders ‘em in a small, bushy 
stream when just floating the fly 
produce little or no results. The 
movement must draw more at- 
tention to the fly, as well as 
making it seem more lifelike. 
Naturally, to do well with dap- 
ping on a small, bushy stream, 
you must do extremely careful 
stalking, and keep out of sight. 

As stated before, the higher 
you are above the water, the far- 
ther a fish can see you, and, of 
course, the reverse is also true. 
So when you can’t hide, keep as 
low as possible, both during your 
approach and while casting.

The witchmasters even name 
village women as witches. These 
women are usually too poor to 
take legal action against them. 

A witchmaster often charges a 
fee of $25 or more to perform a 
ceremony and provide a “cure.” 

According to an ancient Ger- 
man legend all the country’s 
witches hold carnival on April 
30th — the eve of May Day. This 
is known as Walpurgis Night 

No superstitious villager leaves 
the shelter of his home on this 
night without carrying a sprig 
of holly or mountain ash 4s a 
“safeguard against witchcraft” 

Even by their own hearths 
some people are not sure of safe- 
ty, for witches are reputed to 
hover on the threshold of many 
homes, trying to influence them 
with their “evil eye.” 

In some areas villagers flock 
from their homes to make noises 
which will drive away Walpur- 
gis Night witches.
